Pessimists predict that, in taking 
over the docks, the government has 
been looking for trouble and found it. 
The fact that thousands of casual 
laborers, drawn from the lowest strata 
of the population, are employed at the 
docks gives an element of danger when 
it is considered that these men will 
henceforth be under the government 
control. At the dock-side is the only 
place in the whole of England where 
@ man ca nobtain work without a 
“eharacter,” or reference, and where a 
convict fresh from prison stands as 
good a chance of employment as any 
one else How the government willl 
handle these vast bodies of “casuals” 
remains to be seen. The private com- 
panies have already had a great deal 
of trouble, and the famous ‘dockers’ 
strike” a few years back almost leg to 
a revolution, which was only averted 
through the efforts of John Burns, Car- 
dinal Manning and a few others, who 
prevented actual! bloodshed on more 
than one occasion. 

Thousands of men daily clamor for 
work at the London dock gates, and 
some of them even fight for the right to 
do a day’s toil at !I2 cents an . hour. 
At 7:30 every morning the police stretch 
a chain across one of the streets, and 
would-be laborers are allowed to line up 
inside a sort of pen. Here, foremen pick 
Out certain men according to numbers 
on tickets given to the regular “dockers,” 
while all others have to “take their 
chances."’. It is oné of the most pitiful 
sights in the world@*to see thousands of 
men turned away when the numberg on 
the cards have been exhausted. When 
the government takes over the handling 
of these crowds there will be al] the 
elements of dia&content among men who 
at present do not hold a priavte com- 
pany responsible for their economic 
troubies.

pattern. The docks are provided with 
gates and locks so that water to any 
depth may be obtained. Immense 
pumping stations are located at cer- 
tain points, and they work the gates, 
cranes and supply hydraulic power for'| 
many purposes. 

Whether the government, in taking 
over the docks, will manage them bet- 
ter than private industry has done re- 
maing to be seen. The docks are to

Geveral want to buy it,’ and the man 
who does so will be thought very 
lucky. 

The schools are another source of 
persecution, because of the Prussians’ 
attempts to stamp out the Polish lan- 
guage. The Poles are a Roman Catholic 
people, and this fact does not please 
their masters, who do all tn their power 
to ruin the priests and abolish Roman 
Catholic churches. “Religion” is taught 
to the Polish school children by Ger- 
man masters, who try to force thelr 
charges to say their prayers in Ger- 
man. Tthis leads to all sorts of strug- 
gies; for the children refuse to pray ia 
any language but their own. For per- 
sistent refusal they are beaten, and lit- 
tie mites of 7 years old can be seen 
with cuts and bruises all over their 
bodies, inflicted by German masters dur- 
ing the “religion’’ lessons. One of the 
prime offenders is an elementary school 
teacher named Koch, who teaches in 
the village school of Wrysziew, in the 
@rand duchy of Posen. He and his 
many imitators all over Russian Poland 
do not confine themselves to beating 
the Polish children who refuse to pray 
in German. They keep them in the 
schools for as long as twenty hours at a 
stretch, locked up in dark rooms with- 
Out anything to eat, tili they are too 
weak from fear and hunger to resist 
longer and say their prayers in German. 
Such incidents are boasted of by the 
teachers as examples of progress.

Some- 
times both are locked up at once, and 
thefr duties devolve upon some friend, 
who is plucky enough to take the risks. 
The German papers carry on a perps- 
tual warfare with the Polish = ones, 
priting tmaginary articles which are 
supposed to have appeared in the Polish 
organs, and which contain little else 
but invectives against the Germans and 
their government, 


Daring Anti-Polish Agent. 


One of the most daring anti-Polish 
agents ts a Prussian named Baeren- 
sprung, a native of Posen. He started 
his public career as. a policeman, but 
soon hit upon an original means of gei- 
ting promoted. With the help of his 
knowledge of Polish and a lively imag- 
ination he manufactured Polish revolu- 
tionary. manifestos, calling upon. the 
Polish population to “fall upon the Ger- 
man hounds;” to ‘“‘cut the throats of all 
Prussian: officials;’’ to ‘‘plunder, rob, 
burn and murder all the Prussians ir 
Posen.” For many years these frauds 
succeeded admirably. Many § tnnocent 
Poles were fined and imprisoned; speciai 
laws were passed against the Poles; 
and Baerensprung was promoted from 
one post to another, till he finally be- 
came director of the police force in the 
Grand Duchy of Posen.

CONVICT TOOK 
AWFUL REVENGE 


Fiction Qutdone in Terrible 
Story From Sardinia 


In Seeking to Slay the Descendants 
of His Foe He Killed His Own 
Daughter and Grand- 
children Through 
Ignorance, 


Special Cable. 

Rome, August 8.—Seeking revenge on 
the descendants of the foe to whom he 
owed more than half a lifetime’s impris- 
onment, Edmonde Oneddu killed his own 
daughter and three grandchdldren at 
Nuoro, Sardinia, last week and on learn- 
ing later of his awful error, wrote a 
full explanation of the reasons. for his 
crime, and dashed out his brains on the 
bars of his cell.— 

His confession, with a bald police re- 
port of the tragedy, has just been re- 
ceived here from Cagliari, the Sardinian 
capital. 

Twenty-five years ago QOneddu, then 
only twenty-four years old, fel] desper- 
ately in love, his confession says, with 
Catterina, the wife of Francesco Deo- 
gracias, a neighboring farmer. 

One day Deogracias surprised the cou- 
ple together, and a desperate struggle 
ensued. The husband proved the strong- 
er, and finally wresting Oneddu's knife 
from his hand plunged it, not into the 
latter's, but into the ~woman’s body again 
and again. | 

Then locking Oneddu and the dead} 
woman into the house together, he! 
rushed out and raised an alarm, swearing 
that Oneddy had killed his wife because 
she repulsed his advances. 

Oneddu was arrested at once, and, ac- 
tuated, his confession declares, by a 
sense of chivalry common in Sardinia, 
confirmed Deogracias’ story as the only 
means of protecting the dead woman's 
memory from reproach. He was convict- 
ed on his own confession, and sentenced 
to twenty-five years’ dmprisonment. His 
wife and baby daughter—for he was a 
married man—he was compelled to leave 
in wretched poverty. 

Furious at her husband's faithlessness, 
Signora Oneddu never communicated 
with him, and during his entire term 
of imprisonment he knew mnothing of 
either his wife’s fate or that ofhis child. 

He. was still in prison when, in 1/898, 
Deogracias died. 

Some time later the latter's son, Henry, 
returned from service in Africa with the 
Italian army,. met Oneddu’s daughter, 
Margherita, by that time a beautiful 
young ‘woman, and married her. 

On his release from prison a fortnight 
ago Oneddu’s first thought was revenge 
of Deogracias and his family, and buy- 
ing a carbine with his savings, he hurried 
toward Nuoro. 

Without calling at his own former 
home he visited Deogracias, where he 
neard for the first time that his enemy 
was dead. The latter’s son, Henry, he 
was informed, however, was in the flelds 
with his wife and three little ones. 

Ignorant whom his foe’s son had mar- 
ried, he followed, to find Deogracias and 
nis wife at work and the children play- 
ing about them.

This 
was Count Manteufel, an officer of the 
Life Guards, with whose wife he had 
been carrying on an intrigue, the dfa- 
matic discovery of which led to the duel.

At the second, the young prince fell, 
face forward, on thé ground, shot 
through the breast. He muttered some- 
thing. but nobody could gather the mean- 
ing of it, and before the ambulance had 
arrived he was dead. The body was 
briught to his father's palace on the Mo- 
ika, and at sight of it the domestics, 
with whom he seems to have been very 
popular, set up a cry of horror and an- 
guish which drew tears even from those 
who thought that the pringe had de- 
served what he got.

Three Weddings Took Place 
in Four Months 


Amazing Record of an English Big- 
amist’s Career—Expertenced No 


Difficulty in Securing Situa- 
tions, Fleecing His Em- 
ployers and Getting 
Married. 


London, August 8—*“‘Although there 
is evidence of eleven ‘marriages’ by the 
prisoner, and there are seven warrants 
out against him for larceny, embezzle- 
ment and forgery.” 

In these words Mr. Sykes, solicitor, at 
Huddersfield police court, summarized his 
astounding story of the career of James 
Walker, aged 55, at different times doc- 
tor, lawyer and confectioner. The pris- 
oner, who was again remanded for a 
week on. chafges of bigamy and theft, 
is a commonplace looking man with a 
short iron-gray beard. He seemed highly 
ammused by the proseouting solicitor’s ac- 
count of his matrimonial adventures.

He per- 
suaded her to give up her business of 
letting apartments, and professing to 
make arrangements for their joummey 
to America he deserted her within a 
week of the marriage, taking with him 
all her jewelry. 

On March 3 this year he was married 
again to a lady at Gloucester, ang a 
warrant was out for his arrest for 
stealing money from her. On April 2 
he was married at Bristol to a woman 
with whom he wag living at the time 
of his arrest.

The Sea Serpent.

Or ehail it be developed to its farth- 
est productivity, to a point where @ 
orop of 10,000 cars can be marketed 
at a remunerattive profit to every man, 
however humble his activities, engaged 
in cultivating peaches? ; 

These are the larger factors in the 
equation. The Constitution has been 
et some pains to secure, accurately, 
the views of every phase of the most 
practical and experiemced growers in 
(reorgia. 

They have been asked, first, to diag- 
nose the disease; second, to suggest @ 
remedy. 

They have done both, tn a series of 
interviews and statements which should 
merit the careful study of every grower 
in Georgia, large or small. In all prob- 
ebility the future of this great indus- 
try is to be detefmined by the action 
of orchardists taken in the next few 
months. 

At present, sentiment # universal for 
cooperation end organization which 
shali inure to the benefit of the small- 
est as well as the largest grower, and 
Dlace a valuable industry of the state 
upon husiness-Hke, stable foundations. 

There is a universal readiness now to 
discuss and adopt plans, at a_ time 
when every man feels the depression 
and the discouragement growing out of 
a “bumper” season” which has, instead 
of proving profitable to every man ¢n- 
gaged in the industry, brought contu- 
sion and loss to all by reason of fhe 
woeful lack of system which now pre- 
vails in the methods of distributing end 
marketing Georgia’e product: 

It is emphasized, in the several inter- 
views The Constitution publishes, that 
unless the growers meet now, and per- 
fect their plans many months in ad- 
vance, as the comphicated details of the 
problem require, enthusiasm is likely 
to abate and the experience of the past 
season be repeated—io the infinite in- 
jury of the future of the industry. 

Distribution, the Solution. 


“Lack of systematic distribution is 
the core of the trouble,’ said one prom- 
inent authority approached. a gentle- 
man who, for sufficient reasons, does 
not care to have his name used in con- 
nection with the discussion. 

“The volume of Georgia peaches goes 
now to New York. Boston and Pnhila- 
delphia, These points, either by direct 
absorption or redistribution, are ut- 
terly iineable to take care of the quen- 
tity ef ffuit with which their markets 
are glutted. 

“There are dozens of intermediate 
points, in the farther south, and the 
north, proper, which could consume, 
from day te day, one or two cars of 
peaches during the season, or perhaps 
they, might take this quantity every 
Other.day. If the growers of Georgta, 
under the properly constituted author- 
tity, will arrange to place their product 
methodically in these intermediate and 
contiguous places they can develop 
their orcherds to the maximum, with 
out fear of over-productton. 

California’s Solution. 


“The situation, this year, in Georgia, 

is by no means unprecedented in the 
fruit-growing and shipping history of 
America. For instance, the peach 
growers and producers of Other sinall 
fruits jn California had virtually reach- 
ed the stage of bankruptcy, through 
lack of systematio distribution, and 
other problems identical with those now 
facing the ehippers of Georgia, a few 
years ago They were literally driven 
into cooperative measures, through foi- 
igwing the primal law of #elf-preserva- 
tion. 
. “As @ result, Californ , and 
all of the small fruits of that state, 
are marketed by one central organiza- 
tion, supported by the shippers, and 
Comducted im stich fashion that evéry 
man, from the;smatiest.to the largest, 
is assured a ‘equare Geal.’ 

“The association investigates all 
markets, ascertains the need of every

“In the first years of the industry 
Georgia peaches had a broad market, 
including all the cities, both western 
ang eastern. For the last five or six 
years, however, the Georgia peach 
growers have been practically shut out 
from western cities by the competition 
fof the Texas peach. The large plant- 
ings of peach trees throughout south- 
ern, centrad and northern Georgia has 
resulied in the production of a larger 
amount of peaches than can be profit- 
ably migrkeied in the old way. 

“The _ ecerepele growers have for a(| 
number of years seen that the moat im-| 
portant question to be considered in 
connection with the peach business was 
of distribution. 

Previous Effort to Organize. 


“The Georgia Peach Growers’ As8s0- 
ciation, in i!906, earnestly considered 
this question and appointed a com- 
mittee with power to organize a move- 
ment having in view more effectual 
distribution of the crop of that year. 
This committee, composed of some of 
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It may be, however. that their recent 
unfortunate experience may hays 
shown them a new light and caused 
them to see the necessity Of coopers- 
tion. It fs no longer true that large 
orchardists can take care of them- 
selves. because of the very large num- 
her of smaller orchardists in Georgia 
producing more peaches, in the aggre- 
gate, than the large orchardists. Peach. 
growing is no longer a monopoly of a 
few. 


Gober, of Marietta, and other growers 
of years’ experience and with large 
holdings. These people in average 
years will make good profits out of 
peaches. They have established con- 
nections with reliable commission men 
in several markets, an@ get the top of 
the market for every crate of first- 
class peaches they deliver in the 
eastern markets. Tinere jis nothing ex- 
perimental about their operations, and 
they gamble only on the weather and 
‘the carnying quality of their fruit. 


"To sum the matter up. the associa- 
tion or bureau which I have in mind, 
should have nothing to do with the 
handling of the proceeds of the sales. 
This should be a matter between the 


grower and the commission man, and it Where Trouble Lies. 


“The question remains whether or 
not the organization of a strong stock 
company, com posed principally of 
heavy growers, could be effectua] to 
control the distribution. Candidly, 1 
have my doubts as to ability of any or- 
ganization to contro! the entire output 
of peaches in Georgia. 

‘However, this is a matter that calls 
for the best and wisest thought of all 
our people engaged in peach growing. 

“There ig no difficulty in making @ 
simple argument that must c®Onvince 
anyone that it is necessary that the 
growers should relinquish his crop to 
such an association to secure the best 
results. The difficulty In this matter 
has seemed to be similar to that ex- 
iperienced in the efforts to secure the 
cooperation among cotton growers in 
the matter of planting their crop and 
of marketing same.,. 

Different From West. 


‘Tt has been understood that the 
fruit of California and the Pacific 
states are marketed according to an ex- 
act system, with absolute cooperation 
among the growers, and that this sys- 
tem of marketing has not only saved 
the business there from disaster, but 
has resulted in great financial success. 
In what way conditions tn California 
and Georgia are dissimilar I am not 
prepared to say. Very few people 
have shown any willingness to relin- 
quish the handling of their fruit to 
any association or any ‘intermediary 
whom -we select to represent the grow- 
ers. 

‘The widely extended area planted 
in peaches: the great number of people 
interested, and the very short time in 
each year during which the peaches are 
marketed, all contribute to the diffi- 
culty to be encountered In any effort to 
secure unity of action. 

Penalty of Hesitation. 


‘trnless the ‘wisdom of the Georgia 
peach growers can evolve a system of 
distribution that is feasible, and that 
will appeal practically to all growers, 
and that will speedily take form in the 
shape of bureau of distribution liberal- 
ly supported with funds contributed by 
growers for the purpose of securing 
reliable information from all sections 
lof the country, and to which the power 


Rascally Commission Men. 


“The other class is composed of smal] 
individual growers scattered all over the 
peach belt. The best of them are compar- 
atively inexperienced, and _ collectively 
they stand large losses in the best years. 
These growers are at the mercy of dis- 
honest commission men. The fruit and 
produce commission tradé always has a 
large percentage of rascals in it. There 
are just as honest men in this trade as 
in any other, and they are not in the 
minority, either, despite the usual con- 
ception of the commission man, 

“The dishonest commission man is 
more enterprising than his honest com- 
petitor. He can afford to do this, for 
he has no honest intentions to hamper 
him. Printer’s ink and promises are 
cheap. If the entire peach crop of Geor- 
gia eould be consigned to a chain of; 
large, approved commission ‘houses, cov- 
ering all markets, the distribution system 
would be as nearly perfect as possible. 
Only a well-organized association of 
growers can bring this about. 

“Under present conditions big commis- 
sion houses with good outlets buy fruit 
at the large shipping points in Georgia 
and pay cash on demand. With such a 
crop as has just been handled they run 
a great risk, for their fruit may come 
in competition with a number of cars 
consigned to unreliable commission men 
without established trade. These latter 
throw their consignments on the open 
market and invariably cause loss to 
all parties concerned. They get their 
commission and in many cases the gross 
price of the fruit as well. If there were 
no small growers in the deal the big fel- 
lows would all get rich. They are amply 
able to take care of themselves in every 
way except protecting their fruit from 
the competition of the small grower. S0, 
far as my observation goes, the big 
growers have consistently refused to 
have anything to do with the efforts to 
organize the growers and contro] the 
distribution. Until this year they thought 
themselves invulnerable. If they will 
jotn hands with the medium and small 
growers and back up: Henry Mathews 
in his work the problem can be solved. 

“The east can easily consume a bump- 
er crop of Georgia peaches, but there 
must be scientific distribution. Only a 
definite and well-officered organization 
can handle this problem. 
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Carrying the News. 


(From The Glasgow Times.) 

Before the advent of the telegraph news 
traveled slowly, and in times.of war re- 
ports of victory or defeat were anxiously 
awaited and were at times long délayed. 
One writer, relating his own experiences, 
tells us of the exhilarating scene in Glasgow 
when the mall coach arrived bearing the 
news of some great victory, such as thé bat- 
tle of the Nile or the battle of Waterloo. 

“On such occasions." he says, ‘‘the horses 
were decorated with laurels, and a red flag 
floated from the roof of the coach. The 
guard, dressed in scarlet, sounded his horn 
as they galloped through the echoing streets. 
Along Gallowgate they went with an ever 
increasing crowd till at the foot of Nelson 
street the coach pulled up, the guard dis- 
charged his bitindewhuss into tHe air and 
communicated the news, which spread like 
wildfire.’’

Terrell made the following statement: 

“Relative to the controvery {n 1899 
between Joel Hurt and J. W. English, 
Jr., about which both have testified be- 
fore the legislative committee investi- 
gating the prison commission and the 
convict system, I wish to submit the 
following, which would have been given 
to the public the day after the publica- 
tion of Mr. Hurt’s testimony but for the 
fact that the afternoon papers of that 
day stated that I would be subpenaed 
by the committee. I therefore thought 
that inasmuch as the committee desired 
to examine me as a witness it would not 
be proper for me to make any statement 
until called upon to testify. Two weeks 
have passed. i have not been subpenaed 
and the legislative session is drawing 
to a close. Justice to myself and to the 
people who have trusted me with their 
confidence requires that I should delay 
no longer making a statement to the 
public. 

State Not Involved. 


“The ‘history of this transaction. is as 
follows: -J. W. English, Jr., called at 
my office in the state capitol and stated 
‘that he and Joel Hurt were in a con- 
troversy Over some provisions of a con- 
tract between them whereby he had sub- 
leased certain convicts to Hurt, and ask- 
ed if | would represent him in an effort 
to adjust the matter. I told him that I 
could not do so if the interest of the 
state was in the slightest degree in- 
volved. Mr. English then said that he 
was under contract with the state and 
inteuded to live up to that contract, 
which required the compliance with the 
rules of the prison commission. He 
claimed that Mr. Hurt was seeKing to 
evade compliance, and stated that the 
relationg between him and Mr. Hurt 
were somewhat strained, as were those 
of his attorney and Mr. Hurt, and [for 
those reasons he did not think the dif- 
ferences could be amicably adjusted un- 
less some one else represented him. 


From his statement I could see no cone 
flict whatever with the state’s interest, 
and told him that I would confer with 
Mr. Hurt. 

Matter Easily Settled. 


“On the way from the capitol to my 
boarding ‘house I called to see Mr. diurt, 
and not wishing him to thing that I had 
assumed to interfere in a private mat- 
ter between himself and Mr. English. I 
stated to him thdt I called at the in- 
Stance of the latter to confer with him 
relative to the differences between them 
over the contract subleasing the convicts 
and that English was anxious that the 
matter be adjusted without litigation. He 
told me his contentions and I then in- 
formed him that there were no serious 
differences and that I felt sure he and 
English could agree upon a proper con- 
struction of their contract. .I then re- 
ported the matter to English and sug- 
gested that he meet me at Mr. Hurt’s 
office, naming the time that would suit 
my convenience. We met in accordance 
with this suggestion, and the differences 
were settled in a few minutes. I dic- 
tated to a stegonrapher a clause to be 
Substituted in the contract in lieu of the 
clause in the old contract, which had ‘ 
caused the misunderstanding. A tew 
days after this Mr. English met me and 
asked for my bill in the Hurt matter. | 
replied by saying that I had no bill 
against him, as the controversy was such 
a trivial affair and so easily adjusted 
that 1 would make no charge whatever, 

Declined Second Request. 


“Some weeks later Mr. English asked 
me if — would represent him in a con- 
troversy between himself and another 
sublessee. I[ declined to do so, as wpe 
case might have involved several days’ 
absence from my office. These were the 
only two instances in which Mr. Eng- 
lish ever conferred with me relative to 
contracts between himself and his sub- 
lessees. 

“The right of the attorney genera] to 
practice law in cases when the states 
interest is not involved hag never Deen 
questioned. As attorney general I com- 
plied with the law and followed the 
precedents established by my predeces- 
sors in office and engaged only in such 
practice as my official duties permitted.’

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| CITY EXTENSION MUST NOT ‘FAIL. 

Failure to pass Atlanta's limit extension bills at this session of the gen- 
eral assembly will mean a municipal step backward. It will give denial to 
that boasted progressiveness which has drawn national attention to this 
city. 

Reduced to its last analysis there is but one argument against the enact- 
ment of these important charter amendments—the selfish argument that 
property interests in the annexed territory do not want to come into the 
city, because it will necessitate their paying their just proportion of the ex- 
pense of those munigipal advantages and benefits which by reason of their 
proximity to the corporation line they are now enjoying, without contributing 
one cent to their cost. 

Dress it up as they may, when stripped of frills and feathers, it is seen 
to be just that! 

The people of Atlanta know these things, and if we understand them 
aright, they are not going to submit to municipal suppression on that ac- 
count. 

Nor do we believe that Fulton’s representatives—Messrs. Slaton, Black- 
burn and Bell—will yield one whit to the lone argument that puts the dollar, 
and comparatively few of them at that, above city progress. 

It is needless to call attention to what Atlanta stands to lose in the race 
for municipal supremacy—to what other southern cities have already done

in the hope of wresting away Atlanta’s palm.

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AS TO BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 


Georgia is one of the few remaining states in the union that persists in 
holding annual sessions of its general assembly. Some have even gone to 
the extent of putting four-year intervals between the sessions, but the ma- 
jority of them have adopted the wiser, more conservative and satisfactory 
plan of holding biennial legislative meetings. 

The late Colonel J. H. Estill was, perhaps, the pioneer mover for this 
reform, not by any means one of the least that has been brought to the 
recent attention of the people of Georgia. Long before he made it a promi- 
nent plank in the platform upon which he ran for governor, he had sought 
diligently to impress the importanee of it upon the people through the col- 
umns of his newspaper, The Savannah Morning News. 

In the other important questions which were pressed to the front during 
the campaigns in which he participated, the biennial sessions issue was, 
‘more or less, lost sight of; but it is, nevertheless, one of the few valuable, 
| practically essential, reforms that have been presented for the considera- 
ition of the people of Georgia. 

And sooner or later Georgians will realize it and demand the enactment 


‘|of a biennial sessions law. 


That there is no necessity for annual legislative sessions is now abund- 
antly proven by the fact that a large portion of the time given to these 
‘Meetings is frittered away in useless and, sometimes, extravagant talk. Leg- 
‘islative ¢ommittees are often burdened with bills which the authors them- 


'gelves have no hope of passing. 
The state is now far behind the times in continuing to carry the expen- 


to, besides countless other forms of purely local legislation which should, 
under proper restrictions, be left to some delegated authority such as the 
courts or the secretary of state. 

The general assembly took a decidedly forward step in this direction 
when the power of granting local corporation charters was vested in the 
courts. , 

Again, almost one-third of the burden of legislation was removed when 
ithe granting of railroad, bank, navigation and other charters was delegated, 


|}under a general law, with provisions which have proven wholly satisfactory, 
to the secretary of state. 

The time has come—it was, in fact, here long ago—when it is the duty 
of the legislature to lift the balance of the burden from the state, and to 
vest in some wise and competent authority the power to grant and amend 
municipal charters and to make such other grants as may be properly and 
adequately controlled by general law. 

This done, a fifty-day session of 
years would abundantly’ suffice for 
and more. 

Biennial sessions of the genera] assembly would save the state from fifty 
to sixty thousand dollars a vear—since each session of the general assembly, 
with printing of acts and laws and other attendant expenses, costs Georgia 
exceeding $100,000—a sum sufficient to support one or two important state 
institutions. 

The relief from the yearly turmoil, agitation and strife for which legisla- 
tive sessions are resportsible, would alone be worth enactment of the law. 

But when this is coupled with an annual saving sufficient to take care 
of the Georgia* Normal and Industrial School, the state college of agricul- 
ture, or any one of several other equally important state institutions, the 
value of the change becomes one which the people may well take into consid-

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THE NEWSPAPER’S FUNCTION OF CRITICISM. 
The “recent unpleasantness,” now happily adjusted, between The Con- 
stitution and some of the members of the house of representatives, who felt 
themselves aggrieved, make unusually pertinent a brief discussion of the 
newspaper's function, or should we not say. mission, of criticism? 

Two or three of the members unwontedly agitated by the comment of 
The Constitution declared they paid little attention t6 “newspaper criticism,” 
intimating that if they were swayed by such influences they would be con- 
stantly handicapped in the discharge of public business. 

The Constitution is unable to sympathize with their viewpoint. News- 
paper criticism, where honest and well-directed, has become one of the estab- 
lished institutions of the country. It is, in a sense, a more effectual check 
upon ill-advised, hasty or unjust legislation than are the courts themselves. 

We are, indeed, of the opinion that if tife newspapers of many states had 
been more fearless, or more clear-visioned, in their advocacy of or opposition 
to much legislation of the past, the pernicious activities of many a demagogue 
would have been curbed before they had materialized into mischievous and 
demoralizing maturity. : 

Again, it is difficult to imagine how any of the great politically pro- 
gressive movements in this country’s history could have prospered, had not 
the press held the whip of publicity and fearless analysis over the heads of 
the nation’s lawmakers, 

It is, also, a mistake for legislators or congressmen to assume that they 
hold a monopoly on the virtues of sincerity and patriotism. 

At the last analysis, the editors of this country comprise a singularly 
honest, intelligent and sincere body of public servants. Being human, they 
are as liable to error as the men they criticise, but no more so. They dis- 
charge a function which is vital to the very existence of democratic institu- 
tions, and the unquestioned power they wield is seldom perverted to ven- 


omous or unworthy personal uses.

DEATH TO BOLL WEEVIL. 


Powdered Arsenate of Lead Will 
Kill the Pest, 


Baton Rouge, La., August 8.—That 
powdered arsenate. of lead may prove 
the solution of the wooil weevil prob- 
lem is the suggestion made in a bul- 
letin issued today by the state crop 
pest committee. The bulletin gives 
the results of some experiments made 
this year with the arsenate of lead, 
and mentions that.in one instance It 
kiled 70 per cent of the boll weevils 
in the locality where it was tnied. State 
Entomologist Newell says that two ap- 
plications of the preparation will clear 
a field entirely of the weevils. This 
is the first poisqon that the Louisiana 
state crop pest commission hag _ in-

New York, August 8.—Elmer E. Dov- 
er, of Ohio, has resigned his position 
as secretary of the republican national 
committee, and will become secretary 
of an advisory board committee which 
is to work with George R. Sheldon, 
treasurer of the national committee.

Resonance in vocal music is the tone 
Which we get by the coordinate de- 
velopment of all the resonating cav- 
ities. This develapment is gained in 
Sreat measure by the yawn exercise, 
which lifts the uvula and relaxes the 
muscles at the base of the tongue, thus 
@llowing a free emission of tone and a 
@reater space for same. 

All persons should breathe through 
the nose. Mouth-breathing does not 
in @ny sense deveiop the resonators, 
but causes hollow chest, or “pigeon 
chest.'’ One never has the breath con- 
trol that the singer has -who is and al- 
Ways has been a nose-breather. ‘The 
chest, you know, is a big resonator, 
playing the same part that the sound- 

ng board of a piano does for that in- 
Strument. Use the following exercise 
to develop head resonators: Hum witn 
mouth closed, on a tone in the voice 
which is made with least effort or re- 
sistance; 
position, and while the tone is still 
sounding try to yawn. At first the tone 
may cease with the first approach of 
the yawn, ut in a short time you .will 
be able to make this muscular effort 
without a decrease of tone, and which, 
On the contrary, sound richer and fuller; 
then you will Know that the work of 
Opening the resonators is begun. Do not 
try this too long, as all muscular ef- 
fort !s tiring at first (even walking). 
One pupil came to me one day saving 
that she felt like she had a wad of 
eotton in her throat.

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| ECHOES FROM THE BOSTON BIENNIAL 
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The General Federation of Women's 
Clubs, which has just concluded its 
ninth biennial meeting, took Boston by 
storm. lf there are any who have a 
lurking suspicion that this great or- 
ganization, representing forty-six 
State, 5,000 clubs and more than 800,- 
000 members, is a mere aggregation of 
pleasure-seeking society women, it 
should be dispelleg instantly. No mere- 
ly social club is eligible to membership 
In the federation, and almost without 
exception the women who have affil- 
lated themseives with the movement 
are earnestly striving to bring about 
better conditions in many lines which 
closely touch the body politic. 


——— 


The General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs is a great organization. Its in- 
fluence already has been felt in every 
state of the union and In several! ‘for- 
eign countries. The federation is not 
confined to clubs in the United States, 
but has reached out to Europe, to ihe 
Panama canal zone, ang even to China. 
For this reason it is called a ‘‘generali”’ 
federation, rather than a “nationa]”’ 
body. China had a representative at 
the ninta biennial on behalf of the 
American women of that country, and 
the Panama federation was admitted 
to membership. 

With a splendid organization in every 
State in the union etriving for the gen- 
ereal betterment of conditions in the 
home, the school, the shop, the civil 
service, etc., it is not harg to under- 
stand the tremendous influence the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs 
already has exerted, or its rapidly in- 
creasing power. 


The general sessions of the ninth bi- 
ennial were héld in Symphony hall, 
the seating capacity of which Is in the 
neighborhood of 3,000. At some of the 
meetings every seat was taken and 
persons were standing about the cor- 
ridors hoping that some would leave. 
The meeting was splendidly conducted. 
The most exacting parilamentarians 
would have found little to criticise in 
the manner of transacting business. 

Mere Man Not Wanted. 


Aside from a very few speeches by 
leading men—for example, Senator A. J. 
Beveridge, of Indiana, who spoke on 
the chiid labor question—man had no 
part in the proceedings. He could not 
even act as sergeant-at-arms or in any 
other capacity at the biennial. He was 
not needed, nor was he wanted. It 
was a women’s gathering and ‘‘mere 
man’ had no more thage a. look in. 
Very few men even attended the ses- 
sions. There would not have been 
much room for them had they gone to 
the meetings. 

The first impression one received in 
the meetings—and it remained ever 
afterwards—was of the bigness of the 
organization, of the quality as well as 
the quantity of the membership, and of 
the great earnestness of all the women 
in attendance. 

‘Perhaps the most interesting session 


| of the biennial was when the state 


presidents were called upon to tell jn 
two-minute. speeches what had been 
accomplished by the local federations 
in the two years. One minute to a 
year’s work was a meager allotment 
of time and never was so much crowd- 
ed into the space of two minutes by 
80 many bright minds.

frage. Many members adhere to that 
doctrine and some hall from states or 
districts where women have the fran- 
chise, but by common consent the sub- 
just so far has been tabooed in the bi- 
ennials of the federation. 

Industrial education and child labor are 
engaging the serious attention of club 
women throughout the country. This is 
one of the burning questions behind 
which the general federation ‘has taken 
a firm and determined hand. 

Record-Breaking Attendance. 


The ninth biennial was the most large- 
ly attended and perhaps the most enthu- 
siastic yet ‘held. The place for holding 
the tenth biennial will not be decided 
until fall. when the board of directors 
of the general federation meets. The 
general federation meets every two years 
and the council, which consists of the 
presidents of state federations, the board 
of directors af the general federation, 
the state secretaries and the chairmen 
of standing committees, meets the inter- 
verning year. The place of meeting of 
both general federation and council !s 
chosen by the board of directors. Atlan- 
tic City, N. Jl, ‘has extended an urgent 
invitation to the general federation to 
meet there in 1910. 

Any club, no matter how smal! in num- 
bers, can join the federation. The largest 
individual organization in the federation 
is the Chicago Women’s Club, with a to- 
tal membership of 1,000, entitling it to 
eleven delegates to the biennial meetings. 
By becoming direct members of the gen- 
eral federation, in addition to holding 
membership in state federations, indi- 
vidual clubs may secure additional rep- 
resentation at the piennials. 

The Massachusetts state federation pro- 
vided a splendid round of entertainment 
for the thousands of visiting club women 
and, aside from the sad accident at New- 
port on Friday—‘'play day’’—resulting in 
the injury of fourteen women by the 
overturning of a tallyho coach, only one 
accident marred the ninth biennial. 

A Remarkable Gathering. 


The ninth biennial was in more re- 
spects than one a remarkable gathering. 
Less than a@ generation ago no such me®t- 
ing could ‘have been held and possibly
